Having assembled as tho representatives of the 
people, in obedience to tho requirements of the 
constitution, for tho purpose of deliberating upon 
such measures of public policy as are best calcu- 
lated to maintain and advance tho political and 
social prosperity ofthe people of Indiana, tho ac- 
knowledgment of our gratitude 
is due to Al- 
mighty God for the manifold blessings with which 
he has crowned the year. 


This assembling ofthe people's representatives, 
devolves upon me the performance of a constitu- 
tional duty, which I ditcharge with cheerfulness, 
yet I trust with becoming diffidence. 


A retrospective view ofthe affairs of our State 
presents as many substantial causes for congratti- 
lation or at any former period of her history; agri- 
cultural industry, the great and reliable source of ¡ 
the prosperity of our people, has met with its n 
rited reward, and tho enterprising spirit of c 
citizens has been 
crowned witli that success 
which it so richly deserves; the people of our own, 
in common with those of many of tho other States 
of our beloved country, have been during the past 
year severely afflicted by the cholera—that deso- 
lating scourge of mankind. 
Yet it is gratifying 
to know that the melancholy reminiscences of its 
fearful march through our midst are being obli- 


J delinquency which has been continued from

terated by the smiles of returning health. 


Tho general prosperity of our beloved country 
is a just source of pride and congratulation 
to 
every American citizen. 
Whilst some of the 
oldest governments of the world are tottering to 
their fall, by tho rxsvolutionary spirit of their ci- 
tizens, our republican institutions, simple yet 
su- 
blime in their structure—based in tho affections, 
identified with tho interests, incorporated with 
the feelings, and sustained by the will of a free 
and intelligent people, are diffusing over their ci- 
tizens the benign intíucnces of domestic quiet 
wholesome laws, and tho preservation 
of tlieir 
civil and religious rights and privileges. 


The permanent and continued prosperity of our 
country in every department of business, especi- 
ally in tho agricultural portion of it, upon which 
v, e must mainly rely for the great bulk of our 
national wealth, I cannot but think is mainly at- 
tributable to the healthful influence of the nation- 
al revenue system adopted by the Congress ofthe 
United States in 1846. 


It is a palitical 
axiom, too obvious to be con- 
troverted, that the ability ofthe people of one na- 
tion to buy tho produce of another, is limited by 
the ability to pay for tho same, by the surplus pro- 
ducts of their own indu.stry. 
Tho adoption of a 
low rate of tariff" duties in 1846, at home, and a 
corresponding relaxation of the stringent restric- 
tions upon commerce abroad, have not only had 
the oflect to bring into tho Treasury of the Un- 
ited States a greater amount of revenue, but also 
to increase greatly the profits ofthe agricultural, 
manufacturing, and commercial classes of com- 
munity. Should thi.s beneficent system, by which 
tho millions engaged in agriculture are enabled to 
procure a wider and^nore favorable market for 
the surplus p r o d ^ ^ ^ f their labor, be suffered to 
continuo, it is^onfi&ntly believed that the per- 
manent prosperity of tho toiling millions of our 
population, will be ¡naced upon a durable basis. 


By a treaty of peace recently entered into be- 
tween the United 
States and 
the Republic 
of 
Mexico, our government has acquired a largo ex- 
tent oí" territory, which must at no distant day bo 
erected into separate State governments and pro- 
vided with organic laws; the public mind has be- 
come too much agitated upon a question of vital 
importance connected with tho charaelor of those 
organic laws, to be passed over in silence upon 
the present occasion. 
There is but little diversi- 
ty of sentiment amongst the people of Indiana 
upon tiie quystion of human slavery; yet as de- 
cidedly as are the opinions of onr people opposed 
to this institution, we 
have over manifested on 
unwillingness to intericre with the constituliou'tl 
rights of our brethren of the Slave States u])on 
this very delicate subject. 
The territory tluis 
aeqsired has come to us free; tlie question is now 
jjresented to the Anieriean people, whether this 
territory shall remain free. 
It cannot be doubted 
but that the response of the people of Indiana to 
this momentous question will be unanimously in 
favor of freedom. Whilst we arc in favor of free- 
dom, let us oxercise that forbearance towards our 
political brethren 
of tho 
Slave States of this 
Union, which characterizes the conduct of the 
patriot and statesman. 
Nevertheless, it is our 
imperative duty to assert our rights as members 
ofthe same great family; and manfully resist by 
all legal and constitutional 
means, the further 
advancement of slavery into territory belonging 
to tho general government. 
That Congress pos- 


especially so as to embrace a species of prop 
erty to a large amount, which too frequently 
escapes taxation, such as curporaUon and other 
stocks, money on hand or at interest, tind many 
other articles of a valuable nature, thereby 
lightening the burdens of taxation, which now 
rests most heavily upon the agricultural por 
tioQ of community. 


I respectfully submit for your consideration, 
as a matter of justice to the fixecutiv«, and of 
sound economy to the public service, the pro 
priety of reestablishing the office of Private 
Secretary to the Governor, with an annual 
salary sufficient tocumpensatehim for his ser- 
vices, 
An officer of this character can very 
materially aid the Executive in the perform- 
ance of many official duties. 
The inc dental 
expenses which the Executive is bound to in- 
cur during the year, added to the amount very 
properly allowod at every session of the Leg- 
islature, to an Executive messenger, would be 
."sufficient to procure the services of a gentle- 
man amply qaaliiied for the discbarge of the 
duties of the office, and in whom the necessa- 
ry confidence could be reposed. 


In 1647, when the arrangement 
of the State's 
indebtedness was made with her creditors, the 
debt exclusive of interest was $11,045,000:

These bonds are 
held in Europe and in this country, and are 
comingjin gradually, the Agent of Stale in- 
fo.rms me, that he' entertains but little doubt 
that all will be surrendered, so soon as arrange- 
monts can be made by the holders to obtain 
the assent of the parties interested ; I am in- 
duced to concur in oj)ini(m with this officer for 
the additional reason, that the holders must be 
satisfied, that the State will not soon (if ever) 
make any different arrangements for their li- 
quidation. 


The serai-anmial interest due to our credit- 
ors, under the two acts of the Legislatures of 
1846 and 1847, providing for the settlement of 
the Slate debt, was punctually paid at the In- 
diana Agency, in the City of New York, on 
the 1st of July last, amounting to S95,:î00.— 
A portion of this sum was borrowed of the 
Commi-ssioners ofthe Sinking Fund and o f t h e 
Batiks—the authority to make this loan is giv- 
en by the 4th section of an act of the last leg- 
islature entitled " an act making general ap- 
propriations, &c., for the year 1849, and for 
othei ]iurposes," (ai)prove(l January 16, 1849,) 
to the Governor, Auditor, and Trensurer of 
State, to be exercised in their sound discretion. 
There was no diversity of opiuion as to the 
expediency of exercising that authority—many 
considerations prompted us to adopt the course 
indicated in the law referred to, some of the 
most prominent of which, are 1st. That the 
SiatG stock was then at a price, which placed 
it by the side of the stock of the regular divi- 
dend paying States : to withhold or postpone 
a dividend would inevitably have depreciated 
it, and impaired the reestablished credit of the 
State. 
2d. The Stale was, and is now. deep- 
ly inteieôted in the comjiletion of the Wabash 
and Erie Canal—more particularly the citi- 
zens of that fertile portion of it from Terre 
Haute to Evansville, which has never hereto- 
fore received the encouragement and legisla- 
tive attention which its iinpoitance merits*— 
The fund now available for that purjxise will 
hardly accomplish it—if our bond holders, by 
our conduct are assured of the stability, integ- 
rity, and resources of the State by having 
their interest regularly paid, they will n<jt on-

States of this Union, but too plainly admonish us 
that bounds should bo prescribed 
to the baleful 
influence of human slavery. 
It may bo said, 
however, that this territory was acquired by the 
common blood and treasure of the nation, and 
consequently wo should not agitate this subject 
To this objection it may well be answered, that 
tills territory is common property; the people of 
the Union are the owners; they constitute one 
great confederacy of States, and that all ques- 
tions involving common property and the common 
wellare, must ever be submitted to tho wisdom 
and discretion of Congress. 
Tho propriety of 
expressing by a j o i n t resolution of the 
General 
Assembly, tho voice ofthe people of Indiana up- 
on this exciting subject is respectfully suggested. 


It is a source of gratification to be enabled to 
state, that our financial condition 
stiil continues 
to improve. 
It is tho most unerring evidence of 
tho increasing prosperity of tho coiy;itry. 


The ordinary expenditures of the State gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending on the Slst 
dav of October, 1849, were $74,469 89. 


The ordinary expenditures for the current 
fiscal year, are estimated oy the Auditor of 
State at §72,000. 


Tbe amount of revenue paid into the State 
treasury during the last year, on all accounts, 
was §441.630 22, which exceeds the amount 
paid the previous year, §28,901 48. 


T h e assessment for State purposes for 1849, 
(estimating the counties of Cass, Fountain, 
Jackson, Lake, Pulaski, Spencer and Whit- 
ley, from which no returns have been received 
as they were last yea»,) is §308,537 81 ; and 
for county, road, school and township purposes 
collectively, $630,570 90; 
adding to these 
sums the delinquencies of former years uncol- 
lectccf, amounting to $163,003 38, and the 
whole amount oh duplicates for 1849 will be 
§1,302,202 09. 


The number of polls returned for 1849, (es- 
timating the seven couiiries above mentioned, 
from which no returns have been received, as 
they were last year.) is 143,720, being an in- 
crease over tbe returns of last year of 7,445. 
Tjiie value of the entire property of the State 
subject to taxation, as returned for 1849. (ea- 
timating the coantiea not returned, as they 
were last year,)i8 $133,419,066, which is an 
increase over last year of $4,468.070. 


The rate of delinqacncy, in collection of 
taxes for 1848, is about $16 66 oa the $100, or 
a little less than one sixth: the average delin- 
ouennv is very mnch inercaied by a heavy 


prepared and addressed a circular to oar bond 
holders, (a copy of which was also transmit- 
ted to the Executive Department) in which he 
proposed a postponement of the payment of 
the January instalment of interest, until the 
first Monday of tbe succeeding March, at 
which time it was farther proposed tlftit the 
deferred dividend or intersst should be paid 
with six per cent interest thereon. 


U p to October last, he had received answers 
from two hundred and eight of our bond hold-

dition that all ethers will accede—a number 
yielded reluctantly—not wishing to oppose any 
reasonable request the State may make in re- 
lation to this que^ion, and some refuse posit- 
ively—the remaining three hundied and forty- 
one have not as yet answered the Agent of 
State. 
In view of the critical position of the 
State npon this question, and the great com- 
plexity that may be produced in keeping the 
accounts of the Agency, do not the reasons 
which have heretolore influenced the proper 
officers, to negociate temporary loans to meet 
promptly the payment of interest due the 
iond holders, operate with the same force now 
as heretofore ? 
I believe they do; it is there- 
fore recomrnended that provision be made by 
law to anticipate this contingency. 


In conformity with the provisions of an act 
entitled " A n act for taking the sense of the 
qualified voters of the State, on the calling of 
a conventitm to alter, amend, or revise the 
c-onstitution of this State" (approved January 
16,1849) a poll was opened at the annual e- 
lection held in August lost, at the places of 
holding elections in the several counties of 
this State, and from the returns made to the 
Secretary of State, as required by the act re- 
ferred to, it appears that there were cast at 
said election, in favor of calling a con\ention, 
81,500 votes, and against it, 57,413 votes ; 
the total vote of the State for Governor is 
147,250 ; the total v ne of the State is 149,774 
(in this latter statement the vote of Fayotte 
county is included, the total vote of that conn- 
ty not having been returned) showing a ma- 
jority of 6,612 votes, in favor of a call for a 
convention over all the votes cast at that elec- 
tion. 
Tho duty of the present General As- 
sembly is plain. 
It. will become necessary to 
provide by law for districting the State with a 
view to the election of delegates to that con- 
vention—to determine tho number of delegates 
which shall compose that body—and the time 
of holding the same. 
't is most respectfully 
suggested that in the discharge of this most 
important duty, the members of the General 
Assembly should divest themselves of all par- 
ty prodilections, and make such an apportion- 
ment as will insure to the people of the State 
a full and fair representation in that body— 
this being done, u great initiative stej) is ta- 
ken, which will tend as much as any othei to 
pre lispose the people of the State to adopt 
the new constitution 
which the convention 
may present to them ibr their ratitication. 
Whilst upon this suliject it is jiioper to say. 


the interest of the átate requires that the rights 
of the paciies, under their several contracts, 
should be definitely settled before the judicial 
tribunals of the country, and that the State 
should (if she can by any honorable means) 
rid herself of the annual expenses she incurs 
in keeping the canal in repair. 
I therefore 
recommend the enactment of a law, making it

as the payment of interest upon the certificates 
so issued for an indefinite period of time—the 
expense of which, from a report hetetofore 
made at a previous session of the Legislature, 
is shown to greatly exceed the inteiest on the 
simple loan, to say nothing of the confusion, 
ne( essarily growing out of the issuing of cer- 
tificates (many of which are for $10 and $20.) 
and of the keejni.g of complex interest ac- 
counts. 


The interest paid at the Indiana Agency in 
the City of _*iew York, Ist Jply last, was, as 
before stated. §95,300, being two per cent, on 
,765,000, the debt at that time, under the 
new arrangement. 


In January, 1850, we shall probably have 
to pay $100,000, as two hundred and thirty 
coming in from July to January will make up 
that amount. 


The State commenced paying interest, with 
July, 1847, and to the present time has paid 
five semi-annual payments, amounting in the 
aggregate to nearly a half a million of dollars 
—meantime the State stock has been steadily 
and graddually advancing in value until it 
now stands seventy cents'on the dollar, (its 
value taking six per cent, interest per annum, 
as the standard.) 
This fact must be gratify- 
ing to the friends of the State—more especial- 
ly to those who took so deep an interest in the 
honorable adjustment of the State's indebted- 
ness; as it furnishes unmistakable evidence of 
and increasing confidence in her resources, as 
well as a firm reliance upon her integrity. 


The large amount of Treasury notes (com- 
monly denominated scrip) which has hereto- 
fore been paid for taxes, has somewhat embar- 
rassed the State Treasury, consequently we 
have at times been without the means to pay 
our interest as it became due—for ^ ^ past di- 


v i d e n d s this deficiency has been supplied by 
tr.aking temporary loans from our bank8'(noae 
of which remain unpaid, except thd 
made 
to meet ihe interest in July last.) 
To avoid 
this embarrassment upon the Treasury and tw 
enable the State to make her regular semi- 
annual paymenufrom the taxes annually paid 
by her citizens, the legislature by a joint reso- 
lution passed at the last session instructed the 
State Agent to negociate an extension of the 
January payment of interest, until March of 
each year.

And we may be fully assured that our common 
constituents look with intense anxiety to tho 
commencement of such a system, as will ulti- 
mately consummate the extinguishment of our 
State debt.

Within the last few years, several bills have 
received the sanction of the Legislature, refer- 
ring claims against.the State to commissioners, 
or other specially constituted tribunals, for ad- 
justment or adjudication. 
I think the policy of 
such references very qcestionable, especially 
when accompanied bv preambles or recitations, 
aesuming as established, matters which should 
be left to be proved by evidence, thus forestal- 
ling the action of the tribunal proposedly estab- 
lished to investigate the merits of the case, and 
depriving the State of her legal defence. 
Or- 
dinarily, the Legislature with its appropriate 
committees, posaesaing the power to send for 
persons and papers, can sufficiently investigate 
all claims presented by citizens against the 
State. 
If such claims are just, they should be 
paid, and it is much better to appropriate money 
directly from the treasury for that purpose, than 
in this indirect mode, to cripple the treasury by 
subjecting it to demands uncertain in amount, 
and frequently unjust in toeir character. 


It would be much better to remove at once 
the privilege of the State, and allow all pen o is 
to bring suit against her in the courts, as in 
other cases, than tJius to open the door to only 
a privileged few, who may by management and 
influence succeed in procuring a reference by 
this species of special legislation. 


The practical efiect of the reference of these 
supposed claims against tho State, is to f;end 
them to some tribunal, not to ascertain the ri ghts 
of the parties in the controversy, but usually to 
determine how much the Slate is able to I car. 
It would be much better for the State that the 
representatives should directly vote tiio money 
out of the treasury, as past experience indicates 
that the State has greatly suffered, when the 
Legislature has been persuaded to create speci- 
al tribunals to settle rejected claims.
